‘C’. 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
Grade ‘C’ and 

(v) Posts of Stenographers in other departments/Orga- 
nisations and Attached Offices of the Govt, of India 
not participating in the I.F.S. (B)/Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service/Central Secreta¬ 
riat Stenographers Service/Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Stenographers’ Service.
